BERLIN, July 11.—Chancel- 


lor Adolf Hitler's address to the 
all-Nazi' Reichstag Friday will 
Include an Important announce- 
ment on the Austrian situation, 
made more acute by the re- 
ported resignation of the Doll- 
fuss cabinet, it became known 
in official circles today. 
This announcement, it was said, j 


is one of the results of Hitler's talks' 
with Benito Mussolini in Venice, 
just before the executions and kill- 
ings of June 30. 


To Answer Other Points 


Other points on which Hitler, who 


was busy today writing the speech, 
will touch on, according to official 
circles are: Germany's answer to 
the political bloc system being built 
up by the French foreign minister, 
Louis Barthou, a convincing state- 
ment on Germany's desire for peace, 
and a declaration of Germany's wil- 
lingness to co-operate with the na- 
tions of the world to that end. 


His speech may include a discus- 


sion of the "foreign power" re- 
peatedly charged with 
conspiring 


with the late General Kurt Von 
Schlelcher, who with his wife, was 
killed "resisting arrest," by police, 
and who subsequently was charged 
with conspiracy against Hitler in 
the government controlled press. 


To Speak Hour And Half 


The chancellor will speak for 90 


minutes, reading from 
about 50 


pages he is composing in the soli- 
tude of his study. 
No inkling of 


what he will have to say about the

dent Roosevelt's recovery adminis- 
tration was entering another stage 
today with Administrator Hugh S. 
Johnson preparing to relinquish his 
dictatorial reign over the NBA. 


Johnson revealed that 
he had 


recommended a board or commission 
to supplant himself as chief direc- 
tor of the recovery program. At the 
same time the administrator said 
he would remain "as a member of 
the board if "the president thinks 
he needs me," but expressed 
the 
wish to return to private life. 


According to Johnson's 
revela- 


tions, the new set up for the guid- 
ance by President Roosevelt upon his 
return from his Pacific trip about 
the first of August. 


The administration said he had 


recommended to the president that 
the governing board of the recovery 
administration be divorced from bus- 
iness affiliations and that persons 
now attached to the government be 
chosen for the new board rather 
than the code authorities which now 
determine the policies of their in- 
dividual industries, .subject to. the 
administrator's approval. 
Johnson's revelation lent credence 
to the theory that President Roose- 
velt has In-mind a new set up for 
his recovery program, and that the 
NRA during the rest of the year will 
strive to perfect a new front. The 
act under which the present ad- 
ministration. Is functioning expires 
next June 16, making it necessary 
for congress to enact a continuing 
or new law to allow the recovery 
body to function past" that date, if it 
is the desire of the president. 


The passage of Johnson from his 


post of "chief dictator".of, the NRA 
was foreshadowed more than a week 
ago when President Roosevelt, just

This month marks the 100th anniversary of the birth of James Abbot 


McNezll Whistler, one of the most notable of American-born painters 
whose natal day was July 10, 1834, and whose birthplace was Lowell' 
Mass. 


The special Mother's Day postage stamps issued this year 
bore a 


miniature reproduction of Whistlers famous painting of his own mother' 
the original of which won the London Salon gold medal in 1884. 


Hf: was the son of an American army officer, and started on a mili- 


tary career himself, having three years of training at West Point before 
he left the service to study art In Paris. 
After gaining recognition as a 


painter, etcher and lithographer, he spent most of his time in England 
and on the continent of Europe. 


Whistler was somewhat eccentric and given to quarreling with other 


artists and critics. 
He once sued John Kuskin, who had sharply criti- 


cized his work, and was awarded one farthing as damages. 
He ever aft-

WHISTLER'S CENTENARY 


This month marks the 100th anniversary of the birth of James Abbot 


McNeill Whistler, one of the most notable of American-born painters, 
whose natal day was July 10, 1834. and whose birthplace was Lowell, 
Mass. 


The special Mother's Day postage stamps issued this year 
bore a 


miniature reproduction of Whistler's famous painting of his own mother, 
the original of which won the London Salon gold medal in 1884. 


He was the son of an American army officer, and started on a mili- 


tary career himself, having three years of training at West Point before 
he left the service to study art in Paris. 
After gaining recognition as a 


painter, etcher and lithographer, he spent most of his time in England 
and on the continent of Europe. 


Whistler was somewhat eccentric and given to quarreling with other 


artists and critics. 
He once sued John Ruskin, who had sharply criti- 


cized his work, and was awarded one farthing as damages. 
He ever aft- 


erward carried that coin as a watch charm. 


The 31st anniversary of Whistler's death:also occurs this month, he 


having died in London on July 17, 1903.

WASHINGTON, 
July 
11.—The 


Democratic national platform of the 
future will contain a high protective 
tariff plank, Senator Ashurst (D; 01" 
Arizona, predicted today. 
This revolutionary change of front 


may not occur for a number of years 
but it is inevitable, according to 
Senator Ashurst, but its ultimate re- 
sult would be the end of the tariff 
as a political issue. 


A high tariff is embodied in his 


own recipe for national recovery. 
"What this country needs today is 


faith, hope, courage, a high tariff 
and continuaton of the Roosevelt 
policies," Ashurst declared. He be- 
lieves the gradual industrialization 


of the South now in progress, will 
be a formidable factor in converting 
the Democratic party to the high 
tariff policy. 


Ashurst said there is little hope

Owners Loan corporation provide 
that the moral character and past 
record for honesty and integrity of 
the applicant must be considered as 
an element of eligibility for a loan 
Where there is a lack of these 
qualities, such applicant is ineligible 
The new regulations also attempt to 
settle one troublesome phase of the 
HOLC operation—that in which the 
applicant is in actual distress, but 
has no prospects for restoratipn of 
his income. 


Such applicants are barred, the 
order reading: "The applicant must 
be in real distress with his mort- 
gage indebtedness, and yet appli- 
cants who have no present or pros- 
pective income and who clearly can 
not pay indebtedness proposed to 
be refunded are not eligible unless 
their notes are signed by respons- 
ible parties.

Located in 
the 
Eighth Ward, 
bounded on the north by Arlington 
avenue, on the west by what would 
be Cunningham avenue, on the eas 
by Wilson avenue and on the south 
by Prank avenue, where It abuts on 
and joins Cunningham Park. 
It is named after Perry S. Gaston 
a United States Medical 
Officer 
born in New Castle and killed in 
action during the World War.

Gas ton Park 


Located in 
the Eighth 
Ward, 


bounded on the north by Arlington 
avenue, on the west by what would 
be Cunningham avenue, on the east 
by Wilson avenue and on the south 
by Frank avenue, where It abuts on 
and joins Cunningham Park. 
It is named after Perry S. Gaston, 


a United States Medical 
Officer, 
born in New Castle and killed in 
action during the World War. 


The property embraces about 23 
acres and is well suited for park 
purposes. It was purchased for this 
purpose some twenty years ago and 
until recent years was but a cow 
pasture. 


The park may be divided into two 
sections, the rough rugged tree lined

HARRISBURG. July 11-E n ro ll­ 
ment of Pennsylvania college stu­ 
dents in teacher preparation courses 
showed a decrease for the past year, 
according to records of the Depart­ 
ment of Public Instruction. 
Offi­ 
cials say the decline is due largely 
to a desire on the part of the 
teachers preparation institutions to 
admit only well qualified applicants, 
or those whom they feel will make 
a success of teaching 
It is also 
an effort to make the supply of 
teachers more nearly meet the de­ 
mand. 
In using greater care in selection 


of new students the liberal arts col­ 
leges of the state are contributing 
to the general policy of providing 
fewer but better teachers for the 
public schools. 
During the past 
year these colleges and universities 
had a total of 44.000 full-time stu­ 
dents, of whom 10,582 were enrolled 
in teacher preparation courses. Less 
than 23 per cent of new students 
last year entered these courses. 
All but six of the 55 accredited 
colleges 
and 
universities 
support 
teacher preparation courses. A great 
majority of their students are pre­ 
paring for high school teaching jobs. 
The percentage of all students in 
teacher preparation courses ranges 
from 4 4 at Lehigh to 96.2 at College 
Misericordia.

said. It pointed that weather con- 
ditions were ideal in most of the 
bear territory, and a good tracking 
snow enabled successful hunting. 


An unusual scarcity of rabbits in 


various parts of the state prompted 
curtailment of the daily and sea- 
sonal bag limit of this small game 
animal, according to the commis- 
sion. Floods during the past few 
years were also blamed for killing 
a large number while the younf 
were still comparatively helpless.

5, 6, 7, 10, 12, 14, 17, 19, 21, 24, 26, 24. 
29, 30.

BEARS LAST SEASON 


(International NOU-B Service) 


HARRISBURG, July 11.—Effect- 


ing two major measures in the con- 
servation of game, the State Game 
commission has closed the season 
on bear for one year and curtailed 
the bag limit o£ rabbits, it was an- 
nounced today. 


The daily bag limit on rabbita 


was cut from 5 to 4 and the season- 
al limit from 30 to 24. A staggered 
season on game birds was again 
adopted. 


The closed bear season, the com- 


mission pointed out, was necessitat- 
ed bv the fact that at least a third, 
or 586, o£ the total population was 
killed last season. 


A number of factors contributed 


to the large kill, the commission 
said. It pointed that weather con- 
ditions were ideal in most of the 
bear territory, and a good tracking 
snow enabled successful hunting. 


An unusual scarcity of rabbits in 


various parts of the state prompted 
curtailment of the daily and sea- 
sonal bag limit of this small game 
animal, according to the commis- 
sion. Floods during the past few 
years were also blamed for killing 
a large number while the young 
were still comparatively helpless.

2, 3, 
5, 6. 7, 10, 12, 14, 17, 19, 21, 24, 26, 2& 
29, 30.
